Spain, Went in to ati the Governour the Marquis de 
la Florida who w-s indifpos’d. Prince Eugene fum- 
mon'd him in the #mperour’s Name to deliver up 
the Place, bur he aniwer’d that he was refolv’d to 
The Cattle being 
very ftrong, the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene 
judg'd it beft to fend a Detachment to Lodi, in 
which was no Garrifon, and the Inhabitants open’d 
the Gates. The Prince of Vaudemont and Count 
Medavy have provided as well as poffibly they could, 
with Gerrifors and neceffary Stores, the Places of 
Strength of the Milaneze, which are befides the 
Caftle of Milan, Mortara, Valenga, Pavia, Alexan- 
dria, Tortona, Cremona, Arona, Como, and the 
Fort of Fuentes. The Count de Medavy with his 
Army is about Cremona, waiting for the Army of 
the Duke of Orleans, which is to enter Italy agen 
before the End of this Month. Since the Battle of 
Caftiglione delle Stivere, the hereditary Prince of 
Hefle Caffel, has with General Wetzel been ‘d 
in drawing together agen his Troops, and thofe that 
were in feveral Pofts on this fide the Adige. By this 
Means he has form’d 2 Body of about 8000 Men, 
with which he march’d to the Polefines, and halced 
there 6 Days: And we have juft receiv’d Advice, 
that he has put bimf-If on the March agen, and has 
pafs'd the Po at Poste di Lagofcuro in the Ferrareze, 
to joyn the Imyerial Troops thas ate in the Mo- 
deneze under the Command of General Roceavione.
